There 
was  a large  number  of  Measles'  cases,  but  this  disease  remains  mild 
as  compared  with  the  early  years  of  the  century. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by  spraying 
infected  rooms  with  formalin  solution  and  fumigating  with  vapour.

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY . 

There  remain  only  four  houses,  all  in  the  isolated  parts  of  the 
area,  without  mains  water. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a 
constant  supply  of  excellent  quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in 
all  cases  direct  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent  in  the 
area. 


I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation 
Waterworks  for  the  following  information  with  regard  to  the  supply: - 

"The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  as  regards 
quality  and  quantity. 

55  samples  of  wa,ter  on  distribution  were  examined 
bacteriologically  and  all  of  these  were  free  from  coliform 
bacteria. 

The  water  supply  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  to  a 
pH  value  of  about  7.5  and  the  amount  of  lead  found  in  the 
we.ter  after  standing  overnight  in  lead  service  pipes  does 
not  exceed  0*2  p.p.m.  lead  as  Pb. 

No  a.ction  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination.  " 


SEWERAGE  AND  SANITARY  ACCOjJMODMI  ION . 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the 
work  of  re-sewerage  of  the  aiea  and  approximately  700  yards  of 
new  sewer  was  laid  during  the  year  as  follows :- 

Orchard  Drive,  Moss  Lane,  Golf  Road  ...  700  yds.  foul  sewer. 

The  Pumping  Station  at  Golf  Road  was  also  erected  during  the 

year. 


The  scheme  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remain  only  29  pail  closets.

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SmOHE  abatement  . 


There  is  now  only  one  factory  chimney  in  the  area  and  no 
nuisance  has  arisen  during  the  year. 


ERADICATION  OP  BED  BUG-S  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS. 

4 cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year  and 
treated  successfully  by  the  Council  with  D.D.T.  and  Zaldecide.  The 
help  of  the  Department  was  also  sought  on  21  occasions  in  eliminating 
other  insects  including  wasps  - D.D.T.,  Zaldecide  and  Cymag  were 
successfully  used.  The  Council's  Refuse  Tip  was  entirely  without 
crickets  during  the  year.

^here  are  several  stables  and  one  knackers'  yard  in  the  district. 

Removal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  at  very  frequent  intervals. 

In  addition  attention  was  directed  to  the  small  number  of  premises 
where  pigs  are.  now  being  kept  by  domestic  pig  keepers.  In  all 
184  inspections  were  made  to  the  knackers  yard,'  stables,  piggeries, 
and  other  premises  where  animals  are  being  kepi.. 

One  Rag  Dealer's  premises  is  registered  and  this  business  was 
carried  on  quite  satisfactorily.

In  the  case  of  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample,  a follow-up  sample 
taken  later  proved  satisfactory.  All  the  9 samples  submitted  for 
tubercle  bacilli  examination  proved  negative  - only  one  out  of  the  last 
82  samples  since  1943  has  been  affected. 

All  the  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 


ICE  CREAM  r REMISES  - 

3 manufacturers  have  ceased  to  make-  their  own  supplies  during  the 
year,  and  Ice  Cream  is  now  manufactured  for  ©ale  at  4 premises  in  the  distric 
In  each  case  the  hot  mix  is  used  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat 
•treatment)  Regulations,  1947.  Ice  cream  is  also  sold  at  18  other 
premises  in  the  district,  in  each  case  under  satisfactory  conditions  - 
in  13  of  these  premises  only  prepacked  Ice  cream  is  sold. 


INSPECTION  OP  MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS  - 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district. 
Butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  Altrincham.  26  visits  have 
been  made  to  the  shops,  and  the  meat  exposed  for  sale  was  of  reasonable 
quality.  3 visits  were  paid  to  farm  premises  to  inspect  pigs 
slaughtered  for  home  consumption. 

263  Tins  & Packets  of  Assorted  Poods  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 


POOD  PREMISES  - 

Subsequent  to  a complaint  of  insect  infestation  1 bakehouse  was 
disinfested  during  the  year.  Cleansing  of  4 bakehouses  followed 
informal  action  by  the  department,  and  running  hot  water  was  provided 
-at  two  food  storage'  premises  after  interview  with  the  occupiers  of  the 
premises  in  question.

Summarising  these  results  Mr.  Hallard  reports  as  follows: - 
" You  will  notice  that  three  milks  failed  to  reach 
the  required  Standard  but  in  only  one  case  (No.l)  was 
it  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings. 

At  the  same  time  I should  point  out  that  No.l  and  2 
are  related  inasmuch  that  both  these  samples  were  taken 
from  one  retailer  - the  former  from  a churn  and  the 
latter  from  a bottle.  Certain  "follow  up”  samples  were 
iaken_in_another_area  at  the  time  the  retailer  took  the 
milk  from  his  supplier  and  as  these  contained  extraneous 
water  the  supplier  was  prosecuted  and  the  Magistrate 
inflicted  a total  penalty  of  £23.9.0.,  thus  exonerating 
the  retailer  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  the  watered 
samples  (No. 2)  which  he  sold.  No. 3 sample  was  Channel 

Island  milk  and  the  retailer  was  cautioned.  ” 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE  - 

The  Council  maintained  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  throughout  the 
year.  The  service  now  has  three  3.  & D.  Freighters. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district. 


RERJ3E  DISPOSAL  - 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  - available 
tipping  space  is  becoming  short  and  the  Council  agreed  during  the  year 
to  utilise  when  it  becomes  necessary  a part  of  the  land  now  occupied 
by  the  Fishing  Pond,  and  a causeway  is  being  created  across  the  pond 
by  the  tipping  of  suitable  inorganic  material  in  preparation  for  the 
day  when  other  tipping  space  has  been  fully  utilised. 


SALVAGE  - 

The  Salvage  collection  figures  showed  a considerable  increase  in 
quantity  and  value  on  the  previous  year  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that 
something  like  50?o  of  the  proceeds  was  available,  after  expenses,  for 
the  relief  of  the  rates

Disinfestation  of  the  Council's  sewers  carried  out  during  the 
year  was  as  follows 

In  March  a maintenance  treatment  was  effected  by  baiting  42 
manholes,  with  subsequent  "poisoning"  in  15  of  these. 

A 10 io  test  was  conducted  in  September  and  revealed  evidence 
of  rats  in  8 out  of  66  manholes  baited,  there  being  660  foul 
sewer  manholes  in  the  area. 

As  a result  of  this  test,  treatment  was  confined  to  36 
manholes,  and  these  showed  evidence  of  rats  in  8,  and 
poisoning  was  effected  in  these.
